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REMARKS 


In the Office Action the Examiner rejected claims 1-5, 7-16, and 18-20 under 35 U.S.C. 
103 as being obvious and allowed claims 6 and 17. Claims 6-10, 14, 15, and 17-20 remain in 
the application. 

Because the rejected claims have been eitlier canceled or amended to depend on an 
allowed claim, all claims in the application should be in condition for allowance. 

The Office Action contains numerous statements characterizing tiie claims, the 
Specification, and the prior art. Regardless of whether such statements are addressed by 
Applicant, Applicant refuses to subscribe to any of these statements, unless expressly indicated 
by Applicant,
